A num)s« r of th* a« ' ex 
hibits have already been given in tlie 
State and they have attract« *« ! attention 
It is the plan to lose no time between 
now and next winter s session of the 
legislator* in attem pting to arouse the 
t**opie on tlie q uestion of tuberculosis. 
The Stat« Board of Health h« » pes that 
th« - coming sossiou of tlie Legislature 
will appropriate money with which to 
fight the great white plague system ati­ 
cally am! auoci’ssfullv. 
A Stat» » institu­ 
tion for the core of consumption is what 
the Board of Health ho|K» s to obtain. 
For several « lays a young woman in the 
office of the Health Board lias been pre­ 
paring large bauuers that are to be a 
part of Dr. H nrty’s exhibit. 
These ban­ 
ners contain startling facts told in large 
Mack letters. 
One will tell of the work 
of consumption onder the caption, “ In­ 
diana Killing in 19 05.” 
The followingstatistios are then given; 
Killed by murder, 8 4; killed by typhoid 
fever, 9 28 ; killed by diphtheria, 3*28; kil­ 
led by scarlet fever, 138 ; killed by small­ 
pox, 8 5; killed bv cerebro spinal menin­ 
gitis, 460; total, 1,9 68 ; killed by con 
sumption, 4,49 2 
Another banner will inform the audi­ 
ence that the total number of men killed 
in the civil war iu four years was 70,8 9 8 . 
In startling contrast with this number 
the banner will show that 550,000 peo­ 
ple were killed by consumption in four 
vears 
People who visit the exhibit will find 
so m e encouragements in the annoonc« ' 
ment priuted in big type; 
(Tonsumption 
is curable if taken in its early stages, so 
don’t be alarm« « ! if you are tol« i you 
; have it.”
